WASHINGTON*, March 20—Uen. Xel- 


«on A. Miles today told the senate com- 
mittee on military affairs that if the bill 
introduced by Senator H-atrley »t 
the 


instance of the'war d«pHi'tment for the 
^r-rpanwntioii of * general staff for the 
'army should become a law he would dc- 
.clinc to longer 
hold his commission. 


The reason he jjsve for the statement is 
that the bill is v.Uerly subversive of the 
interests of thf military establishment, 
and lie said that lie would not be. a 
party to such a proceeding to the extent 
even of continuing to hold his place. 


The statement was made in the course, 


of a prolonged hearing by the committee 
which 
was conducted behind 
closed 


doors, and in which (Jen. 'Miles touched 
upon ii variety of subjects connected 
with the nrniy. The portion of the bill 
ti> which he'directed his .especial criti- 
cism is that contained in1 section 7; read- 
ing «« follows: 


"That from and after the. imsjuge of 


this act the senior general oflicer of the 
army shall be assigned to eommnnd sut-h 
prrtion of the army as the president 
may direct or be detailed to duly in the 
general staff corps. All duties Describ- 
ed by law for the commanding general 
of the army shall be performed by the 
chief of general staff 
or other general 


officer designated by 
the secretary of 


war: provided that so long as the presi- 
dent lieutenant general of the army con- 
tinues on the active list he ahall be the 
chief of the general staff, and upon the 
separation from active service of 
the 


mid lieiitchaiit.general. oLUic. army. saicL 
officer, except "us Therein provided, slmll 
cease ami determine." 


Gen. 
Miles said that if this provision 


should became a la'.v it would have the 
effect of destroying the 
unity of 
the 


army and he read numerous authorities, 
including Napoleon. Wellington, Wash- 
ii!i;lnn.

He left behind 
a wife and two children, boy's of seven 
and five years respectively.

Liar During Heat of Debate, 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—Gen. Nel- 


son A. Miles today told the senate com- 
mittee on military affairs that if th'e bill 
introduced by Senator Hawley at 
the 


'instance of the war department for the 
^organization of a general staff for the 
.army should become a law he would de- 
-cline to longer hold his commission. 
The reason he gave for the statement is 
that -the bill is utterly subversive of the 
interests of the military establishment, 
and he said that . he would not-be a 
party to such a proceeding to the extent 
even of continuing to hold his place. 


The statement was made in the course 


of a prolonged hearing by the committee 
which was conducted behind 
closed 


doors, and in which Gen. Miles touched 
upon a variety of subjects connected 
with the army. The portion of the bill 
to which he directed his especial criti- 
cism is that contained in section 7; read- 
ing a * follows: 


''That from and after the passage of 


this act the seni'or general officer of the 
army shall be assigned to command suc-h 
portion of the array as the president 
may direct or be detailed to duty in the 
y-sneral staff corps. All duties prescrib- 
ed by law for the commanding general 
of the army shall be performed by 
the 


chief of general staff 
or other general 


'officer designated by 
the secretary of 


war; 
provided that so long as the presi- 


dent lieutenant general of the army con- 
tinues on the active list he shall be the 
chief of the general staff, and upon the 
separation from active service of 
the 


said lieutenant^neral of. the army, saicL 
officer, except as herein provided, shall 
cease an'd determine." 


Gen. Miles said that if this provision 


should became A law it would have

army and he read numerous authorities, 
im-ltiding Napoleon, Wellington, Wasli- 
iiiRtnn. C'ass and Grant to show the ne- 
cessity of having one head to the army 
and of controlling authority. His own 
experience and observation had, he_said, 
had the effect of confirming these views, 
and he gave an illustration of its benefi- 
cial effect in time of emergency, instanc- 
ing the beginning of the war with Spain.

One tiny it was 
reported to J, W. Johnson, then chief of 
police, that a -little girl, step-daughter 
of Mr. Straube, 'had been assaulted. An 
investigation was made and the girlsaid 
Mr. Straube was the one who mttde the 
assault.

They had about six miles to 
go, and although they were too late to 
save any part of the dormitory, they 
prevented the flames spreading io the 
uanual training school, which is near 
the dormitory. 


At 1:10 o'clock the dormitory collaps- 


:d and at 2 o'clock the fire was practical- 
ly extinguished; 


The burned building was erected in 


1890 during the administration of'form- 
er Gov. W. 0. Bradley, at a cost of 425,- 
000 awl was insured for two-thirds ol 
its value. It was the'only dormitory 
completed this lime excepting the one

General Otis again appeared before 
the 


senate committee cm Philippines today. 
When he left the Philippines in May, 
1000. Gen. Otis said that-the army had 
lisposed 
of all of Aguinaldo's army, 


jniet prevailed during the months of 
May and Juno and hardly a shot was 
fired. It was safe 4o go to all parts 
of 


Luzon and other 
islands, and a. very 


arge 
trade had been established. A 


nvil government had been set up. also 
the supreme court and courts of first 
instance in seven of the nineteen proviif- 
ces of Luzon. 


Gen. Otis answering a question by 


Senator Culberson aaid he never trusted 
native officers, because they were too 
cruel to their men. He said he 
could 


trust their loyalty, but they treated 
their captives with too much cruelty. 
"They were as bad as the insurgents," 
said he. 


When he left the Philippines he pid 


'•'the war as war" had ceased. Answer- 
ing a question by Senator Hale, Gen. 
Otis said he saw no difficulty 
in with- 


drawing a material number of troops 
from the islands. The native forces, he 
declared to be- very necessary, 'and he 
said there was no peace iu Manila until 
the native polite, was organized. Gen. 
Otis said that when he-left Manila.'he 
apprehended 
further 
trouble, 
because 


there was a certain element which-dom- 
inated the ignorant classes. The great 
majority, however, wanted peace.- No 
armed bands of any importance, he said, 
were opposed to the United States:.at 
that time. 


Asked by Senator Hale where the sup- 


plies, money, arms, etc., of the insur- 
gents came from, Gen. Otis said they re- 
ceived 2,500 rifles from Admiral Dewey 
and they also received from Hong Kong 
certain arms, shipped aboard an Ameri- 
can vessel, which 
landed at Batangas, 


They had received some arms from -la- 
pan and had captured some from 
the 


SSpaniardfi 
at small garrisons,- which 


they attacked. He said that the mer- 
chants gave him more trouble, than the 
insurgents themselves. 


The troops of the United States, he 


said, had treated the. Filipinos with the 
greatest kindness. Every statement of 
harsh treatment he heard of had been 
investigated. "Jn fact." said he, "we 
were laughed ut by the Spaniards and 
the European army officers for the hu- 
manity we exercised." 


As to the capacity of the. Filipinos for 


self-government he said that Aguinaldo's 
former secretary of state had told him 
that it would take one hundred years to 
accomplish this. Gen. Otis said that the 
Filipinos were not capable of self-gov- 
ernment. The Filipinos, he said, under- 
stand that they must have protection, 
because without it other nations would 
divide up the islands, but they were de- 
sirous of making the best possible terms 
they 
could with the United States. 


Their idea was to have control of the 
internal affairs of the islands, but pro- 
tection outside.. 


Gen. Otis testified in response to ques- 


tions by Senator Rawlins that he knew 
very little of the correspondence be- 
tween Gen. Merritt and Aguinaldo, but 
he recalled Aguinaldo's reply to a com- 
munication referring 
to an 
agreement 


that the insurgent forces should with- 
draw to a certain point designated. He 
had himself directed Aguiirafdo to with- 
draw to the suburbs of Manila outsido 
the American defences according to the 
terms of th« protocol with Spain. 
No 


nation in the world, said he, except the 
United States.would have allowed these 
people to have hemmed us in the way 
they did. The order 
for their 
with- 


drawal was .made solely in the interests 
of peace. 


The dual occupancy of Manila, Gen. 


Otis said, he considered dangerous. He 
based his whole action., he said on the 
protocol, as he understood it. 


At 12 o'clock the committee adjourned 


until tomorrow.

It is possible the intentions of the ad^ 


ministration have been misunderstood as 
regards late state documents regarding 
China. Our 'note as aft'ecting Manchuria 
could not, of course., mean this country 
had taken it upon itself to regulate the 
affairs of the orient or to interfere with 
whatever the powers intchded, for if so, 
we can make our minds up to a condition 
of semi-war continually aud a big war 
at intervals.

Manj 
of the longshoremen are single men anc 
have no relatives who could report then 
in the event of their being missing or 
having perished in the fire. 


Hussey.the longshoreman, who died to- 


day, was forty years old. Ho leaves a 
large family.
